Boston, Mass., Oct. 2.—A request 
that steps be taken to permit the 
cities of Massachusetts to use in its 
entirety for public welfare purposes 
the one cent returned to them from 
the 3-cent gasoline tax was made 
of Gov. Ely by a committee from 
the Mayors’ Club of Massachusetts 
at an unemployment conference. 
The committee was told by the gov- 
ernor that he would take the sug- | 
gestion under consideration and | 
shortly inform the club as to his 
decision. 

At present the cities are restricted 
in the use of their share of the 
gasoline tax. Of each cent return- 
able to them, but one half may be 
used for general purposes such as 
poor relief. | 

The money comes to the cities 
through a provision in the amend- 
ment passed this year to the gaso- 
line tax law, increasing the tax from 
two to three cents. It is estimated 
a sum of $5,000,000 annually will be 
returned to municipalities. 

The committee, which is composed 
of Mayors Casassa of Revere, Bates 
of Salem, Torrey of Beverly, Ashley 
of New Bedford and McGrath of 
Quincy, informed the governor that 
about $15,000,000 would be spent 
this year for poor relief. That 
would amount to a 500 per cent. 
increase over the $2,400,000 spent 
by Massachusetts in 1921 on public 
welfare relief.

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Twenty Y ears 


OT long ago there passed, with scant recognition, an 
anniversary that will probably loom with increasing 

importance as the years pass. On that same day twenty 
years ago the first sack of airplane mail was delivered in 
this country. 

Naturally enough it was somewhat of a stunt, that first 
air mail. Earle Ovington, the famous pioneer pilot, was 
handed a sack of mail by M. H. Boyle, postal inspector at 
Airplane Station No. 1 at the Nassau Boulevard Airdrome. 
Swinging aboard his little Bleriot monoplane, Ovington, the 
United States mail clutched between his knees, flew over to 
Mineola, dipped low and dropped the historic sack at the 
feet of Earl V. McCarthy, postmaster of that Long Island 
metropolis. And thus was the first airplane mail delivery 
accomplished in the United States. 

On the twentieth anniversary this historic scene was 
repeated but with variations. Earl McCarthy again par- 
ticipated in the ceremony, but in place of the open crate, 
which was the Bleriot monoplane of that day, Dean Smith 
delivered the 1931 mail sack from the very latest in air mail 
ships, a huge, efficient Pilgrim monoplane. 

The stunt of twenty years ago is now simply a trivial 
incident in an air mail service that carries mail from our 
own land to the tip of South America, which lands letters 
mailed in New York one day in San Francisco the next, a 
service, in short, which has become a useful appendage of 
our national life. 

It would be a bold prophet who would undertake to say 
how deeply into human life air mail and air transportation 
will have bitten when another twenty years have passed. 


A Twelve-Cy ylinder Truck 


S an indication of the change and development which 

are going on in the commercial motor vehicle field, the 
announcement that recently appeared in Automotive Daily 
News of a new twelve-cylinder engine for truck and bus 
service is extremely significant. The power plant is the 
product of American-La France, for many years a manufac- 
turer of fire apparatus. That the company can see a field 
for this type of power plant in what we may call ordinary 
commercial transportation is certainly interesting. 

Time was not so very long ago when manufacturers of 
commercial motor vehicles figured on utility alone, and that 
in the narrowest sense of the word. If they put a powerful 
engine in a chassis of Spartan simplicity, they considered 
that they had done all of which could be asked of them. 

But gradually the picture changed. Highway transport 
developed until the mere ability to drag heavy loads of mer- 
chandise, or what have you, from one place to another did 
not meet its needs. Various classes of shippers began to 
demand speed in accomplishing their deliveries. Truck 
drivers began to object to sitting out in the elements or with 
slight protection. Operators looked at cost sheets and began 
wondering whether an improvement in truck performance 
would not cut down expenses. They figured, and rightly, 
that if a truck engine had the ability to start quickly and 
pick up rapidly the time element, a definite factor in cost 
of deliveries, would be greatly reduced. 

So it happened that passenger car performance char- 
acteristics became more and more evident in motor trucks. 
Drivers were made comfortable and provided with decent 
protection while performing their duties. Engines were 
made even more powerful, but were given passenger car 
qualities of performance, speed, acceleration, pick-up, ete. 
Instead of the four-cylinders, once considered sufficient for 
any truck, six-lunged power plants began to appear. Then, 
later, came eights and now we have a twelve. This new 
truck or bus engine will give sixty miles per hour in high gear 
and thirty-two miles in second. The manufacturers see the 
field of this new power plant in fast freight service. It is 
an interesting development.

Sponsoring Safety Lanes

is not far away when Maine 


=. must remedy the present serious condition of cars 
improperly equipped operating on the streets and highways, 
the Maine Automobile Association has at numerous times 


conducted safety lanes. 


These lanes are operated free of 


charge in the interests of safety in order that automobilists 
who so desire may have a thorough inspection of their cars 


made. Either local or state police are in charge. 


In the campaign just closing 7 
Weaver equipment was usead 
throughout, and inspection was 


made of brakes, wheel alighment, 
tail light, stop light, parking light, 
rear vision mirror and windshield 
wiper, as well as checking the posi- 
tion of the license plates on the car 
and the registration and operator's 
license. 

Campaigns of this nature serve 
a twofold purpose. First, assisting 
in making motorists safety-con- 
scious and pressing on them the 
value of periodic inspections. Sec- 
ond, producing figures which will 
serve as a foundation in reaching 
the proper solution to future re- 
quirements and evidence with which 
to promote the plan. 

When it is considered that the 
test is not compulsory it is safe to 
assume that the majority of cars 
tested are owned by those who think 
their cars are in proper running 
condition. Those who realize their 


cars are deficient ordinarily avoid 
the Safety Lane. Therefore, with 
only 24 per cent. of approximately 
6,000 cars passing the inspection on 
the first attempt it is safe to as- 
sume that a smaller percentage of 
cars as a whole here are in proper 
running condition. 

Both authorities and the public 
accept these campaigns as being of 
great value, knowing that with this 
association conducting them, there 
is no partiality or unfairness dis- 
played at any time, and that there 
is no thought of mercenary gain. 

Automobile dealers, service sta- 
tions, and garages, of course, do 
benefit from the campaigns, and 
are therefore willing to assist in 
supplying the necessary man power 
for their operation. 

No solicitation of any nature is 
permitted at the Safety Lane. 
Names of any individual service 
man or companies are not per- 
mitted to be given to the public.

Lower Immigration Barriers 
Sought by Motor Chamber 


EW YORK, Oct. 2.—Revision of Federal immigration 
laws so that students from foreign countries may be 


permitted to enter the United States and attend 


trade

Chamber of Commerce. 
Present immigration laws do not 

include trade students in the classi-
